Startling Admissions by the

based, is sliil being porsiatcntly carried ou by -Iiu

Mary Aun Foster, wlio.-e claim, aa widow ol the testa-

lor, was disallowed iu tho Surrogate Court ol West-
.beater couuty l«»t January. Within tho past lew
days counsel lor the claimant has tuado diacuveiiea of
m extraordinary character, embodying the exisleue*
of a later will ilian that ot 1870, which was admitted
lo probate bv Suirogalo Colllu; also tbo tucl that tno

English widow was married to Singer under an assumed
nam-, which renders tno torcmony void under the law
ol England, besides other ui;ly iievolopineuls reflecting
on tho executor, his counsel and the Surrogate.

widow of the testator, Tbo Surrogate's decision was

rendered January 10 against tho validity ol her claim
aud in favor of the English w.do* An appeal to the
(Supreme Court was promptly taken from this decisiou,
which was argued at the last General Term ol that
Court at roughkecpaio, and is now awaiting decision.
Several actions liavo beou iuc-tituted iu tho Su¬
preme Court by Mrs. Fosior to enforce
her dower right iu tho valuable real es¬

tate ol which the testator died possessed, situated at
Youkors. One ol the principal Issues in these actions,
Bti.l upon which tho causes turn, is whether Mrs. Fo=-
lor was in lact the wile or Singer. Since the case was

closed before tho Surrogate, Mr. Vau l'elt, counsel lor
Mrs. Foster, has boon Indefatigable iu probing tho
transactions In connection with tho will and tho estate
In Euglaud to the core, and Iroin which the following
lads result:.

A despatch wi, received in this city early yesterday
morning frou» ttiu West announcing iho death of 111*)
Julia Mathews, tbo wotl known opira bouffe singer and
actress. Miss Mathews was a daughter of Frank
Mathews and a ulece of tho celebrated comedian,
'Charles Mutliews. She was horn In London, Kngland,
and was early trained lor the stage. Jlor first appear-
anco was made on tho hoards In London, but she soon
ufterw-ard went to Australia with her i nrcuts, making
her debut there In Sydney, whero she proved a perfect
success, ami sho ,-oou became the colouial star In
kucli r<Ut>» as Gertrude, in 'Tbo Litth) Treasure."
Atler a while, howovor, sho began u series of successful
uiipersonulioua ot leading rdltt lu opera coiuiquc, and
wiioii t lifenbach's productions In opera buuffe began to
gain popularity sho returned to Kngland and during a
period »f leu years succcssiully impersonated such
character* as Lu Grundo Ducbi st>o, 111 which she eroated
unite afurore.

Early yesterday intiming eight Polish families,
comprising twenty-nine persons, arrived at Casllo
Garden from Boston and asked the Commissioners Of
Emigration for food and shelter.
A representative of the Hikals spoko to the families

rolericd to and gathered the following details ol their
Ktortes:."Wo came Irom Trxcimcy, district of Justo,
province of Gnlleis, Austria. Wo lntendod to emigrate
to Bto Janeiro, Brazil, bccuuao of letters from our
friends thero telling us wo could bettor oar condition
by uoiug to that oouatry. We were told that on our
arrival at Hamburg wo would receive (roe tickets to
llrazil. .So we went to Hamburg with our families.
All the money w«j had was in Austrian ilorins.
We had about 300tlorins each. (Tbo Austrian llorin is
equal to tony cents). At Hamburg we went to the
oilice of the Cuuard Steamship Company, Messrs.
George Hirschiiiunn A; Co. Tho agent tliere told us to
change our money into Germun money. Wo did ho.
Tlieti ho told us lu put ail tbe tnouey we boa down ou
ii« lablo and be would give us transportation to Uio
Janeiro, Brazil. Wo put ail ol our utouey on bis table
without counting it. lie swept all of it into u drawer
and tiion gave us tickets to Now York, Wo supposed
that Uio Janeiro was Just close to Now York and wo
could walk tliere in a low hours. Instead of sending us
direct Irom Hamburg to New York lie moui us to Liver¬
pool au>l thence by the Cnuar<l steamship China to
Huston We iuuded In Boston Kridav uigbt ana wero
put on tbe train (or New York and arrived ibis morn¬
ing. None ol us bavo a cent. Hirsciituaun .V Co. took
every pioce of money we bud. Nono ol' us liuve had
anything to eat lor nearly two days."Sir. Jackson, Secretory of tiie 'Emigration Commis¬
sioners. sen: a inossenger to the Austrian Consul to
learn what be would do tor the unfortunates. He re¬

plied:."They were lauded ut Boston, Muss , und uro

properly under tbo charge 01 the Austrian Consul at
thai port. 1 prefer not to interfere witb bis business:"
Mr. Irancklyn. the ugent of iho Cunurd line, was also
appealed to, but without avail.
